Along party lines, House approves two charges against Trump

Donald Trump made history Wednesday as only the third American pres- 
ident to be impeached. 

After a full day of bitter debate, the U.S. House voted mostly along party 
lines to impeach the Republican president on two counts of wrongdoing: 
abuse of power, and obstruction of Congress stemming from charges that 
Trump withheld aid to a foreign country for his political gain. The vote was 
230-197 for the article of impeachment charging abuse of power, and 229-198 
for the obstruction article. One Democrat voted “present” twice. 

Trump now faces a trial in the Republican-controlled U.S. Senate to 
decide if he should be removed from office. 

Senate Republican leaders say they will not oust the president, which 
would match what happened after the impeachment of two previous pres-

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idents: Andrew Johnson in the 19th century and Bill Clinton at the end of 
the 20th. Richard Nixon resigned in 1974 after impeachment and conviction 
became imminent. 

Among New Jersey lawmakers, Rep. Jeff Van Drew, D-2nd Dist., broke 
party lines and voted against impeachment. Van Drew, whose stance 
against impeaching Trump cost him Democratic support in South Jersey, is 
expected to switch parties and become a Republican. During Wednesday’s 
impeachment debate, he was spotted on the Republican side. 

The 10 other New Jersey Democrats voted to impeach Trump, while
